IS DRAINAGE NEEDED? 


‘What are the effects of drainage ? Thor- 
ough drainage deepens the soil. Of what 
use is it to plough deep and manure heavily, 
while the soil is full of water? The roots of 
plants will not go down into stagnant water, 
the elements of plant food are not all on the 
surface, many of them have been washed 
down by the ralhig, Wome of them até found 
in the decomposing rocks themselves. Take 
away the water and the roots will find them, 

Drainage lengthens the seasons. In our 
climate this is an important point to be| 
gained. If by drainage, one or two weeks 
could be gained, it would be quite a relief 
in our backward springs, when there is so 
much to be done in a short space of time. 

Drainage increases the effect of the appli- 
cation of manure; the soil being dryer is 
more easily worked fine, the manure is also 
more evenly distributed. The water also 
passing through the soil, carries fertilizing 
matter down to the roots of the plants. 
Where there is stagnant water, manure 
must decompose slowly if at all, but let the 
water pass off, the air is admitted, and de-

The ques- | 
tion is, will these prices be permanent ? | 
There is one thing to be taken into consid-| 
eration: The corn crop is very large, and 
consequenty feeding will continue late, and 
it is possible that the lesser number of hogs | 
may be balanced by weight, and as many | 
pounds put up as there were last year. The | 
Chicago Drovers’ Journal, however, antici- | 
pates considerable decline in present prices | 
during the next thirty days, but it is not to 
be supposed that such decline, even if it! 
happen, will reduce the prices below a pay- 
ing figure. It is believed that the great 
body of hogs will be held back a month later 
than last season; and the result will be 
heavier meat. Packing has not begun here 
yet, but wiil begin soon; and those having 
large hogs will do well to put them in 
market at the opening of the trade, when the 
price, perhaps will be at the highest figure. 
We notice that the hog cholera is ravaging 
many sections in Ohio and other States.

After this I put @ teaspoonful of pulverized 
pepper in the food, hoiled grits, every other 
morning for a week. 

Result—My hogs stopped dying, all that 
ate got well, and are as thrifty now as I 
could wish. The above is a dose for a sin- 
gle hog.—Cor. Ohio Farmer.

VALUE OF IMPROVED STOCK. 


A writer in the New York Zimes puts the 
question plainly in saying that if a farmer 
keeps thirty cows that average $30 a year 
each for milk, and he can increase the aver- 
age to $40 a year by the use of a thorough- 
bred bull, of a good milking breed, he can 
afford to pay a good round sum for a bull. 
And yet better results than this have been 
If he is raising cattle for 
beef, and he can add two hundred pounds to 
the carcass of each, by the time it is ready 
tor the shambles, by the use of a shorthorn 
bull, it will certainly be profitable for him to 
pay a good price for such a bull. And yet 
this is the average result of using thorough- 
bred bulls on the native cows of the country, 
as estimated by all the best stock breeders. 
And this two hundred pounds is clear gain, 
for it is produced with no greater consump- 
tion of food. If the use of a thoroughbred 
ram on a flock of common ewes will increase 
the weight of fleece one pound, on the aver- 
age, certainly more than “ five in a hundred 
could make it pay ;” whether more than one 
in five would or not, is another question. 
And so with hogs. The difference between 
the common “ woods” breed of the past, 
and the mmproved breeds of to-day, is beyond 
comparison. .

If he is used to plough or har- 
row, or go on the road, he mopes along at a 
snail’s pace. He does only about half the 
work of the rapid walker. if time is money, 
you make money because you save time by 
ote a horse that walks fast.

A slow walking stallion will be likely to get 
slow walking colts; while the stallion that 
has a long, rapid, spirited stride, will be 
likely to beget colts with a similar action.

FUMIGATE THE POULTRY HOUSES. 


The present month is the time in the year | 


old nests and coops, and prepare the premi- | 
ses anew for the fall. This should be at- 
tended to thoroughly twice in the year, at 
least, in the spring and late in the summer. | 

Do our best, there will accumulate within | 
the houses during the hot months more or | 
less objectionable filth, and quantities of 
vermin, The greatest pest in fowl life is the 
natural increase of lice about the places 
where chickens huddle and roost at night or 
in foul weather. 

The precautions advised to prevent the 
growth and presence of this enemy to the 
comfort of eur poultry, are good. Many 
breeders contrive, through continual atten- 
tion to this important work, to keep this in- 
sidious foe at bay. But, with all our care, 
vermin will generate and increase ; and it is 
only by constant attention to the cleaning 
of the houses that poultry may be kept con- 
tinually bealthy and vigorous, as well as free 
from the annoyance of this pest. 

It the premises are now fumigated thor- 

oughiy and then whitewashed, the roosts 
washed with kerosene, the earth floors well 
spaded over (or, if planked, well scraped 
and lime washed,) the refreshing of the in- 
terior of the houses will be advantageous, 
and your chickens will be much more com- 
fortable this fali than they can be if you 
neglect these simple but admirable meas- 
ures. 
A pound of crude sulphur, placed in an 
iron pot and burned within the tightly clos- 
ed house, will destroy all insect life in two 
hours’ time. Then ventilate, whitewash, 
and cleanse every portion of the coops, and 
you will find the process will pay you for the 
trouble amply.—Fancier’s Journal and 
Poultry Exchange. 


«The Garden. 


GrowinG HorsesapisH.—Around the 
city of New York gardeners grow it as a 
second crop. The ground is plentifully 
manured, and marked off into rows one foot 
apart. Every alternate row is planted with 
early cabbages, and after the plants are set 
out, the horseradish sets are planted in the 
intermediate rows, at the distance of eighteen 
inches apart. If the horseradish starts too 
soon, it is cut off in hoeing the cabbagets 
which does not injure the horseradish roots 
in the least. In July, the cabbages are har- 
vested and sold, and the ground is left 
entirely to the horseradish. As the farmer 
is supposed to produce only one crop from 
his land each year, he can manage the crop 
without so much labor. The soil must be 
deep, 80 as to allow the roots to penetrate a 
foot or moreSif possible. The sets which 
are ted consist of the smali roots which 
are taken from the large ones, and are from 
four to six inches in —Rural New 
Yorker.

| theless, the greatest care should be taken as 


the period approaches to give loosening 
food. When a cow cannot be turned upon 
fresh grass, or fed succulent green food 
in the stable, then oil cake or cil cake meal 
fed upon sliced roots in sufficient quantity 
to secure decided, but not extreme reiaxation 
of the bowels for some days before calving, 
is to be earnestly recommended. For my 
own part, I feel as if a similar practice, con- 
nected with that of drying off the cows uni- 
formly at least four, and better six weeks 
previous to calving, might save many of the 
best cows to a green old age, when they 
might be fatter for the shambles with 
pleasure to themselves and profit to their 
owners. 

Besides, it is probably no single one, but 
a variety of influences which in combination 
produce the effects alluded to. It may well 
be mooted whether the lack of exercise when 
in the stable, and even when tethered by a 
twelve or fifteen feet chain, may not be the 
chief cause. Certainly the surroundings are 
as far as possible from those of nature, and 
from what we might naturally suppose would 
be conducive to perfect health. 

Another departure from natural laws is 
the use of young bulls. Few are used after 
they are two or two-and-a-half years old, 
This, as your readers well know, is held by 
many to be the cause of abortion in cows, 
which has been so prevalent in the United 
States, and occurs more or less here also. 
There is the prevalent notion here that Jer- 
sey bulls are peculiarly apt to become cross 
at about three years old. What wonder 
that they think so when there is hardly a 
bull on the island with a mng in his nose ? 
And without a ring no bull over two years 
old can ever be properly controlled and 
safely handled. 

We saw several cows which were always 
hard to dry off, and one, a noble eight years 
old and “ fifteen pound cow,” that had never 
gone dry since having her first calf. She is 
an animal of grand constitution, and 1 hope 
to bring home her daughter, a fine cow and 
worthy such a dam. 





Prorits FROM DatkyinG.—For the ben- 
efit of farmers in neighborhoods where it is 
proposed to establish cheese factories for 
next season, it may be well to give some 
general statements as to what may he ex- 
pected. Annual receipts of from $50 to 
$100 per cow are reported, and truthfully, 
by some dairymen, but such returns as this 
are not to be expected by farmers generally, 
especially at the first. The following is prob- 
ably a fair average, for average cows, on 
common or poor grass, and with only ordi- 
nary care during winter. The cheese fac- 
tory should be kept in operation at least six 
months, say from May Ist to Oct. 31st—or 
say 180 days. During this time the cow 
should give 3,000 pounds of milk, making 
300 pounds of cheese. For this milk the 
farmer will receive from $27 to $30. Dur- 
ing three months more the cow will give say 
1,090 pounds of milk, making from thirty to 
thirty-five pounds of butter, worth from $6 
to $10. 

Much better than this is done by many, 
but the receipts of many fall considerably 
below these figures.— Western Farmer. 





Ruies FoR MiLkinc.—The following 
rules are issued from a New York cheese 
factory for the use of its patrons, and are 
worthy of a wider dissemination : 

1. Milch cows should have free access, at 
all times, to good running water. 

2. They should never be heated, by being 
run, stoned or dogged. 

3. The utmost cleanliness should be ob- 
served in milking, and by no means wet the 
hands in the milk while milking. 

4. No can of milk should stand where it 
will absorb the barnyard or stable odor, or 
any other scent. 

5. The milk should be strained and well 
aired immediately after having been drawn 
from the cows. 

6. Some arrangement for effectually cool- 
ing is at all times very desirable, and when 
the milk is kept at home over night, is in- 
dispensable. ‘ 

7. Scalding all vessels used about milk at 
least once a day with boiling water, and 
rinsing with cold water at night, is essential.

FROM AN ABSENT FARMER. 


When I left you, on the 11th of October, 
to run the farm alone until spring, you said, 
with some apparent apprehension as to the 
result, that there were “over a hundred 
mouths to be fed,” whether your anxiety was 
more as to the sufficiency of feed in store 
for them, or the great labor of dispensing it, 
day after day, morning, noon and night, for 
seven long months, until pasture time re- 
turns, with only one man to help you after 
the three men leave, I couldn’t make out ; 
but upon reflectjon, I conclude that you 
need not borrow trouble on either point. If 
the labor is too great you can easily find a 
young man or boy to help you at very small 
wages besides his board, and as for the feed, 
when you consider that sixty of your dread- 
ed “mouths” are sheep, seven hogs, and 
eleven calves, that may be kept in pens, you 
will at least wait a while and see how far 
your hundred tons of hay—ten tons of bran 
—three tons of corn meal, eight hundred 
bushels of mangolds, and fifteen hundred 
bushels of ruta bagas, to say nothing of corn 
stalks, will carry you on towards spring. 
Your care should be rather to discover, with 
as near an approach to exactness as is pos- 
sible, how to “ feed out ” so as to do justice 
to all the stock, and yet make your fodder 
and grain “hold out.” I will make that 
matter the subject of another letter, after I 
have studied the matter a little, and when 


‘}you have got your animals all finally into 


winter quarters. In the mean time don’t 
feed the “ mowing land ” too closely. [know 
there is a strong temptation with so many 
mouths to be fed, to lvt the cows run on the 
meadows as long as the frost spares a bite 
of grass for them, but it’s a bad practice, and 
one from which much damage and loss 
comes to many otherwise good farmers. It is 
better to feedalittle hay out to the cows now 
and get it back with interest in the increased 
crop next summer. On the whole I think I 
will say after the receipt of this, don’t let the 
hoof of cow or sheep touch the ground that 
is to be mowed next summer. 

I am glad to hear that the corn is all gath- 
ered and housed, and that your mangolds 
are all in the root cellar. I am sorry you 
hurried them off the ground so quickly after 
they were pulled; 1 think it would have 


been better to let fhem dry in heaps on the 
night to protect them from frost.  1t was a 


splendid crop; we treated the land gener- 
ously with barnyar'! manure, and were gen- 
erously repaid; now see that they don’t rot 
in the cellar, but rather give early generous 
rations to the cows, for you know that while 
giving milk they must not so much as smell 
of turnips or turnip tops. There are those 
who say, and sometimes mischievously write 
to the papers, that the bad taste may be 
avoided by feeding at certain times of the 
day, but J know better. The turnip will beat 
you every time. 

There seems to be little of farming left to 
be done excepting to harvest your rutabagas. 
These may be left in the ground until there 
1s danger of hard frost. They will keep bet- 
ter there than in the cellar, in fact they will 
continue to grow and improve in quality 
until the ground freezes, but don’t let them 
get caught there after freezing. If you do, 
good-bye to your crop, for they will not, 
like parsnips, come out all the better in the 
spring. I guess, on the whole, as it will 
take you a week or two to gather them, I 
had better say start your forks at once. 
Put them all into the root cellar in the 
sheep barn, as 1 suppose all the mangolds 
went into the cow barn. 

While Iam on this subject of turnips I 
will say that over two acres ought to have 
produced at least two thousand bushels. 
That they did not, [attribute solely to the 
fact that you disregarded my instructions. 
I told you that the seed must be sown in- 
stanily after the last act of preparation of 
the ground, the ground should not be left a 
moment to dry after the plough and roller, 
not even long enough for a man to get his 
dinner. That’s a rule that must be observed 
if you would be successful in turnip culture. 
Your last lot of butter was a little teo 
salt, and not quite up in flavor, though it 
was well worked, and the color as good as 
ever. You must remember that our cus- 
tomers pay a fancy price for gilt edge Jersey 
butter, and no pains must be spared by you 
in securing perfect cleanliness of the milk- 
er’s hands and of the cows’ udders at the 
time of milking ; nor by your wife in all the 
various manipulations of the milk and 
cream after it comes into her hands. I can 
more readily get 75 cents for real “ gilt 
edge,” than 40 cents for carelessly made 
butter. 

You say neighbor W. is going into sheep, 
and thinks of trying for the premium to be 
offerea by the Essex Agricultural Society, 
for the best conducted instance of raising 
lambs for the butchet, and that he asks for 
my advice in the matter. This letter is al- 
ready too long. I will see what I can do 
for him in my next. 





SMALL FARMS. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

A great many farmers have an idea that 
the reason why they are not a great deal 
more successful in their business, is because 
they own very small farms. They think 
that if they had three or four times as much 
land as they now have, their profits would 
be largely increased. Probably ninety-nine 
of these men make a serious mistake, where 
there is one who is correct in his conclu- 
sions. They have land enough already. 
Many of them have a great deal too much, 
for they run over the whole of it and get 
small crops, while, if they had less they 
would cuitivate it better and obtain larger 
returns. It is not the number of acres, but 
the manner in which they are tilled, which 
tells on the profit and loss account. Some 
farmers obtain as large an income, and a 
larger profit, from thirty than others do from 
| seventy-five acres of equally good land. - It 
| seems to be one of the greatest mistakes of 
American farmers, that they are continually 
striving to get more acres -under their con- 
trol and paying too little attention to the 





thorough tillage of the land they already 
own. The more they have the more they 
want, and the less careful they are to culti- 
vate it well. They don’t increase their faciii- 
ties for making or obtaining fertilizers 
nearly as fast as they enlarge the area of 
their farms. Many a man would be better 
off, ten years hence, if he would now sell 
one-third or even one-half ef his land and 
use the money thus obtained for the payment 
ot his debts, or in the improvement of, 
land remained, than he will be to drag alofig 
with the whole. He hasnct capital enough 
to carry on his business in a profitable man- 
ner. He cannot make needed improvements, 
because he has not means with which to pay 
for them; his money is locked up in land, 
which he has not capital enough to properly 
manage. He cannot pay cash and for every- 
thing which he buys, he is charged from ten 
to forty per cent, too much, and is constantly 
harressed with debts and business perplexi- 
ties. He would be mnch more happy and 
prosperous, if he had less land and was free 
from these annoyances. Thirty or forty 
acres, besides a wood lot, if properly man- 
aged, would return a larger net profit than 
the average of the large farms which are now 
so common. And these smail farms could 
be managed by the owner and one or two 
of his sons or a hired man, and thus much 
of the perplexity and trouble of having hired 
help woud be avoided. It would make less 
work in the house, and not on y promote the 
happiness and prosperity of the farmer, but 
also be a benefit to his wife and family.

CHERRY TREES. 


These should never be highly manured. 
Singular as it may seem, better results have 
been obtained by growing cherry trees in 
grass than by cultivating them as highly as 


T. 
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pears. Experienced fruit growers in Dela- 
ware, who once began a system of manuring 
and treatment of cherry trees, found, after 
an experience of a few years, that the bark 
would burst, gum would ooze out, and many 


portions of the trees show an unhealthy con- 
dition, The growers immediately discon- 
tinued high feeding, and seeded the land to 
grass. ‘The trees recovered their health, and 
have borne beautifully since the system of 
grass culture began. It is the orly fruit 
tree of all varieties which we can safely rec- 
ommend to be treated in this way. A Del- 
aware friend says his row of cherry trees, 
growing in grass along the fences, are the 
picture of health snd luxuriance; while in 
previous years, with orchard culture, he 
could arermakatbem successful.— Ex. 
RANTS, &C.—We are more and more becom- 
ing converted to the practice of close prun- 
ing of the above. Take for instance, black 
raspberries, or blackberries, grow them close 
in the row, and like a hedge, by keeping 
well cut back as they grow. ‘This makes 
branches stiff so that they do not get down 
in the dirt, and are easily passed among to 
get the fruit, and too, by mulching the entire 
surfaee, the same amount of mulch mulches 
a much larger number of vines. The roots 
of all kinds of plants run much further than 
few people have any idea of, and simply 
mulching close around the plant does not 
answer the purpose, The roots of a planta- 
tion of raspberries and blackberries, or cur- 
rants, or even strawberri~s, run through the 
entire surface, and hence te be properly 
benefitted, the entire surface must be 
mulched, or kept worked by hoe and culti- 
vator, and the part that most needs this, is 
the extremities of the roots. Currants and 
gooseberries must have a cool, moist place 
to do well, and if planted on dry soil, this is 
best secured by a heavy mulching of the 
entire surface. So, if fruit, and that of the 
best quality is what is sought for, plant 
close, prune close, and mulch heavy, 1s our 
advice.—Fruit Recorder. 


| The Apiary, 
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FALL FEEDING OF BEES. 


You can feed your bees easily if you begin 
at once while it is pleasant. Take a common 
glass jar, or tin, such as are used for can- 
ning fruit; fill it with syrup made of white 
sugar, simply pouring boiling water on the 
sugar is enough. Tie over the mouth of the 
jar, a piece of thick muslin or drilling, and 
turn it up side down over the frames of the 
hive you wish to feed. Have it quite warm. 
When they have taken it all, give them 


more. If any is left over night, warm it be- 
fore letting them take it next day. If the 
weather is warm, they will carry it in 


through the night; but if eold, they will 
cluster together and leave it. 
Eight or ten pounds of sugar made into 
syrup, will be sufficient to give to any col- 
ony to hold their natural stores until spring. 
Lest October I fed eight pounds to a hive 
that had not more than ten pounds of honey 
in the hive. It came through until March, 
and though I fed it liberally then, it was by 
no means out of stores. 
The reason why it is better to feed now 
than later, is that the bees can fly freely 
every day, and this seems necessary when 
they are storing supplies. 
I have known bees fed in November to 
die of dysentry ; this will not be the case, if 
properly fed in this month. 
There are some facts worth remembering 
about feeding. In spring, and during sum- 
mer, it answers well to feed syrup; make it 
of brown sugar or maple sugar; but in the 
fall it is not safe; in the winter it is dan- 
gerous, 
If frost has come early, bees may be short 
of bee-bread in some localities; where this 
is the case, coarse wheat bread may be fed 
to them, seaked in syrup, and early in 
spring, rye flour may be made a substitute 
for pollen. 
If bees are fed to stimulate breeding in the 
spring, the syrup may have much less sugar 
in it than when fed to them in the fall to 
keep them alive over winter. 
It you have no other people’s bees near 
you, in the spring, you can feed in the open 
air with advantage; but now every hive 
should be fed inside its own cover, else some 
hives that do not need it, and indeed, would 
be injurea by it, will get as much as those 
that would starve without it. 
Except that it is necessary to feed to keep 
bees from starving, the less the colonies are 
disturbed, the better, from this time until it 
is time to put them into winter quarters.— 
Mae. E. 8. Tupper, in B. K. Magazine. 
StRaAw AND Hay.—Good clean straw, 
carefully stacked, is supposed to represent a 
value in comparison with the best meadow 
hay, of three to one. That is, an animal 
must eat three pounds of straw to get the 
same subsistence as would be afforded by 
one pound of hay. Now, since it is requir- 
ed that cattle must consume all the hay they 
can eat, to bring them through the winter 
in the same condition they were in at its 
commencement, it is evident that if wintered 
largely on straw, they must subsist largely 
upon the fat and flesh previously stored up ; 
but if fed. with corn or other concentrated 
food, the.case becomes widely different, 
since it acts’asa divisor to the other food, 
and atthe same time furnishes whatever 
nutriment it may possess to the animal.
